Any Accurate Estimate of Dam­ 
age in Wind Storm 


WORST IN CARTHAGE VICINITY 


Made Several Dips, Lifting 
Roofs 
and Ruining Many Orchards and 
Pieces of Woodland 


N o estim ate w as available 
today 
on account of the damage done 
in 


Rush county bv tin* high winds 
of 
W ednesday night, and insurance a d ­ 
j u s t e r s today were continuing their 


w ork »>f attem pting to sa tisfy policy 


holders. 
Several thousand dollars in prop­ 
erty loss will result, and a 
great 
m any orchards and woodlands were 
ruined by the winds, and fo r which 


no insurance is carried. 
The high winds seemed to hit 
in 


s p o t s in various places over Rush 


county, and would go fo r miles be­ 
fore doing an y damage. This 
was 


especially evident in northern Rush 
county, southwest of C arthage, 
and 
extending on through L 
Cartilage, 


and east. 
A terrific gale swept through 
the 
W a lte r Binfo rd neighborhood, south­ 
west of Carthage about 
two miles, 
and 
there is little doubt but 
w hat 
this had much to do in preventing a 


more serious lo s s at Carthage. 
In a grove <d‘ wooded trees near 
tin* B in fo rd home, the wind dipped 
down and uprooted trees, blew over 
other trees, lifted f»*m*e ra ils 
and 


carried them quite a distance. This 


w as on a 
<lire<*t line tow ard 
C a r­ 
ria g e , but tlx* wind no doubt 
was 


checked to a 
great 
extent as

inches an hour. W ith clear skies to ­ 


day, the threat w as believed m ini­ 


mized, but 
elaborate 
precautions 
wore taken to guard against a new 


form of suffering. Opening of

Noblesville dam, if was hoped, would 


relieve tiie pressure on thp dykes. 


M eanw hile, the eitv plunged into 


reconstruction a fte r counting a h alf

Indianapolis, May 2d—<U.R)—Hog 
trading in the Indianapolis livestock 
m arket today was almost a 
dupli­ 
cate of Thursday’s. Although some 
sales wen; oil 15 cents on the hun­ 
dredweight, most early sales w ere 
steady to 10 cents off; this despite 
strength at Chicago. Most sales were 
between $9.65 and $10 with a good 
supply on hand. 
Receipts were estimated at 7,500. 
Continuing its even position, the 
cattle market was strong to higher 
with 900 beeves in the receipts. Beef 
steers sold for $9.50 to $12.10; beef 
cows at $7 to $9; low cutters 
and 
cutter cows were $4.25 to $5.75 and 
bulk stock and feeder steers $7.25 
to $8.25. Calves were about steady 
with Thursday’s close, but 50 cents 
(below the previous opening. 
The sheep and lambs market was 
marked by a lower tendency

morning, spring Iambs selling around 
50 cents off and she material

Indications at this time are that the 
farm er would have given them more 
careful attention than they received 
from the one who originally owned 
them. The importanee of good brood 
sows cannot be 
overlooked.

farm er followed the 
plan 
o f the 
Hoosier Fig Management project m 
an excellent manner. Jlis pigs were 
very even and uniform in size with 
excellent hair. However, the general

them to produce sto.-k, thick-flcsh- 
ed pigs. 
Another farm er had an

herd of sows. He failed to follow the 
details of the plan and although his 
pigs were not uniform, he had sev­ 
eral good growthy ones.

For the third successive, year a 
Lebanon, Ind., bank has mailed 
a 
bank hook hearing credit for an ini_ 
tial deposit of one dollar, to 
the 
graduates of 
the 
Lebanon 
high 
school. Accompanying each gift is a 
letter of congratulations from 
the 
officers and directors of the 
bank. 
The hank makes the dffer with no 
strings to it, emphasizing *that 
the 
savings account is for each to 
do 
with it as he pleases. 
The results of the lirst two years 
of the experiment are illuminiating. 
During the period the 
bank 
has 
started 175 gratis savings accounts 
arid DS are still being kept up. The 
first year 75 graduates received a c ­ 
c o u n t s and 54 of this number have 
on deposit in the bank tin* sum 
of 
$4 0 2 .5 0 . Out of la-T y e a r s class of 
on e hundred m e m b e r s , (54 have live 
accounts in the bank with a 
com­ 
bined ha la nee ot $3 2 0 .0 0 , making a 
total sum of $785.10 that the bank 
might not otherwise have 
on 
its 
savings accounts. 
The purpose of the scheme is a p ­ 
parent and it is noteworthy 
that 
more than half the graduates of the 
past two years have been influenced 
to continue to save. Some of 
this 
number might have practiced thrift, 
hut this is doubtful. At least a large 
percent of the number now 
with 
savings accounts would never have 
acquired the habit in this age 
of 
prodigality when the influence is all 
in the other direction. 


3-Mile Road Law Paving 


As matters now stand, there are 
three petitions pending tor the pav­ 
ing <>l 
Rushville* streets under the 
three-mile road law. The prospects 
are that all three of them will go be­ 
fore the st;iie hoard 
ol tax 
com­ 
missioners be!ore thev arc ordered, 
il thev are approved at all. 
The petition for the paving 
of 
ilanvson street has been 
pending 
for several years, 
having 
once 
been refused by the state tax board. 
R e c e n t l y a set ot viewers was 
dis­ 
charged by the county hoard 
of 
commissioners, due to the failure of 
the v iew e r s to report, and a new set 
was appointed. 
The agitation 
this spring for 
a 
street paving program, and the 
a c ­ 
tion of the city council in approving 
suggestions of a limited amount of 
street paving each year, resulted in 
the flood of three mil? road 
peti­ 
tions. Residents of North 
Morgan 
and North Perkins streets promptly 
became active in the circulation 
of 
petitions when it was annoueed that 
these two streets, together 
with 
IVest Fifth street, were selected for 
paving this summer. 
The whole upshot of the m atter 
i- that all of the paving projects un­ 
der the three mile road law probably 
will he lost, because it is inconceiv­ 
able that the state hoard 
of 
tax 
commissioners would approve three 
shi h petitions in one eitv in 
one 
-eason. The tax board 
ha.^ shown 
by past rulings that a s a rule it is 
opposed to pav.mg c i t y s t r e e t s under 
ti•'* three mile road law. Regardless 
ot v' hat opinion may he lmM reg ard ­ 
ing the j u s t i c e ot tin-, attitude, it is 
inescapable and < an not be changed. 
The position 01 the city council, 


recently announced, requiring 
city 
plans and specifications be used 
on 
streets, was well taken. The 
city 
engineer is fam iliar with the 
loca­ 
tion of storm sewers and has other 
information regarding drainage that 
enables him to prepare 
more 
a c ­ 
ceptable plans and 
specifications. 
Thus will be eliminated some of the 
objeetional features 
of 
present 
streets paved under the three 
mile 
road law and in accordance 
with 
county plans and specifications. No 
objection to the policy of the 
eitv 
council has been heard from 
the 
county commissioners and it is pre­ 
sumed that they will submit to this 
arrangement gracefully.

Different 
conditions presented 


themselves on the different 
farms. 


tin one farm an entire herd of sows 
was purchased in the late winter. 
Indications at this lime are that the 
farmer would have given them more 
careful attention than they received 
from- the one who originally owned 
them. The importance of good hrood 
sows cannot he 
overlooked. 
One 


farmer followed the 
plan 
of the 


Hoosier Pig Management project in 
an excellent manner. His pigs were 
very even and uniform in size with 
excellent hair. However, the general 
type of his sows 
did 
not permit 


them to produce stock, thick-Hesh- 
ed pigs. 


Another .farmer had an excellent 


herd of sows. He failed to follow the. 
dclails of Die plan and although his 
pigs were not uniform, he had sev- 
eral good growtliy ones. The impor- 
tance of not breeding gilts to far- 
row, 
unless well grown out, was al- 


so liroiight out 
liy a. comparison. 


One of the two outstanding i-ooper- 
ato)-s depended entirely 
upon well 


grown gilts this spring. 


In contrast another fanner 
was 


dissatisfied with his pigs farrowed 
from immature gilts. It was 
also 


evident that on most farms whore 
old sows and gilts are used in the 
herd, separate lots should be main- 
tained for the pigs until they are 
well started. 


The importance of a good clover 


pasture was also observed. One far- 
mer had no clover and was providing 
a blue grass pasture. The soil test 
showed this ground to he too sour 
to grow red clover. A second far- 
mer complained that his pigs had the 
start of his young clover. The acid-
